m ent tha t flowed from the mind and jx n of Thomas 
J efferson, with the a dditions suggested by Franklin 
and Adams ami the I« e resolution that wipe included 
as the last paragraph, did not set the flam e of revol­ 
ution a g a inst British despotism 
It merely confirmed 
the existence of revolution 
Tlie fla m e had 
burned a long time 
On J uly 2. 
Congress adopted a resolution present'd by Richard 
Henry Lee for the Virginia delegation declaring the 
13 colonies independent Two days later, the Decla ra ­ 
tion of Independence plus the resolution, was a dopt­ 
ed. These legisla tive actions followed public opinion 
The decision to break away from a rule tha t hnd be­ 
com e intolerable had been made long before. 
What 
occurred at tlie clim a x was only legislative recogni­ 
tion of the spirit of independence which was to be one 
of civilisa tion's most potent exam ples for the next 
170 y e a n 
It Is too soon to be sure whether it will continue 
lo be a potent exa m ple for ¡71 years American Inde­ 
pendence Is in the balance again Once more we are 
testing the depth, breadth, toughness and durability 
of the devotion to liberty that built the w orlds must 
liberal society We are held in restraint by forces with­ 
in tlie na tion 
forces tha t wheedle, plead and then 
threa ten to persuade Americans to tra de liberty for 
despotism The trial continues There is vastly more 
at stake now- tha n there was in 1776. but triumph de­ 
pends on the sam e flam e of freedom tha t moved men 
then to pledge their lives fortunes and honor to fight 
for their convictions.

and textiles are stored. A technique 
is being developed so that sova- 
beads can be used to help dry out 
homes In humid climates 
Coinj>a ny chemists said the bead 
does not become powdery in use. 
Filch bead can hold up to 40 lier 
cent of its own weight in moisture. 
When saturated it can be reactivat­ 
ed by putting in an oven for a few 
minutes.
